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Information about DNA testing

Recently, I’ve encountered many patrons wanting 
as much information as possible about DNA testing. No 
surprise there. My concern has been the number who 
believe that testing is a shortcut to avoid spending years 
doing genealogical research. There is a direct correla- 
tion between these beliefs and the deluge of DNA test- 
ing commercials on radio, television and social media. 

Once a valuable add-on for the dedicated family 
history researcher, DNA 
testing has now become the 
go-to method for satisfying 
one’s curiosity about their 
heritage. Ask anyone what 
they think about family his- 
tory these days and they will 
tell you about the DNA test 
they took or plan to take. 
The positive side of this 
trend is that DNA testing 
has made family history a topic of interest to more people 
than ever before. The flip side is while these tests often 
uncover fascinating information about a person’s heri- 
tage, the results are only truly valuable, or accurate, 
within the context of more family history research. Some 
companies are boasting of new analytical tools on the 
sites to enhance the family member identification. I would 
urge caution as nothing totally replaces the data extracted 
from historical written documents. 

Ongoing advances in the field of DNA testing pro- 
vide greater accuracy for information such as where your 
ancestors came from and what percentage of your DNA 
belongs to different ethnicities, and increasingly narrow 
it down to specific towns, countries, and regions. Test- 
ing also helps individuals trace their family lines, not just 
to learn more about their own ancestry and heritage, 
but to identify and forge new relationships with rela- 
tives. However, much of this is dependent on the indi- 
viduals tested sharing their results online. Most profes- 
sional genealogists also add a second caveat: include a 





family tree on your results profile. To compile a family 
tree, you need to perform some level of genealogical 
research. 

While DNA testing can provide many potential 
ancestral research clues and predict the family rela- 
tionship between two individuals, genealogical re- 
search databases, libraries and archives, and many 
genealogical societies, hold the key to supplement- 
ing these findings with 
intricate details, stories, 
and histories that science 
seldom uncover on its 
own. One group of 
people for whom DNA 
testing has proven to be 
a major source of suc- 
cess are adoptees. We 
see many heart-warming 
success stories in the 
media where DNA testing has helped adopted chil- 
dren, parents and/or siblings find each other. 

What is the bottom line? DNA testing can point 
you ina direction. Ifyou are serious in wanting to 
research your ancestors, performing genealogy re- 
search is the only reliable way. DNA tests can be 
great tools in helping you find your living relatives. 
However, you’II need to supplement your results with 
genealogy research. Here are some titles in the Lee 
County Library System that discuss DNA testing 
within their content.

Skirmishing is a shooting sport focused on team 
competition with individual firearms, as well as artillery 
and mortars. The N-SSA Fall Skirmish is truly a spec- 
tacle to behold, with smoke from black powder linger- 
ing on the ground from hundreds of competitors shoot-

nis Willing, Director of NRA Competitive Shooting, 
the N-SSA has brought this historic match to anew 
home at Fort Shenandoah, Virginia. 

As in previous years, the NRA Civil War 
Championship has musket, carbine, and revolver 


ing Civil War-era firearms 
and replicas, decked out 
from head to toe in period 
garb. 

Competitors are on the 
firing line at this year’s Fall 
Skirmish. The rain and wind 
did not seem to bother them. 

Skirmishing is unique 
because of its historical ba- 
sis rooted in the Civil War.

Skirmishers relive history 
through competition with the 
firearms of the period. They do this by forming groups 
(usually geographically) and taking a name and uniform 
from a historically documented unit that served during 





the war years. 

This year’s Fall Skirmish was special because it 
saw the revival of the NRA Civil War Championship. 
This historic NRA match was shot at Camp Perry for 
decades but because of reduced participation, it had 
been retired a few years ago. In conjunction with Den-

The beauty of this match was that additional 
targets did not need to be fired by the competitors. 
Skirmisher scores for their normal individual mus- 
ket, carbine and revolver targets were used concur- 
rently as entries for the NRA Civil War Champion- 
ship. Each skirmisher signing up for the NRA Civil 
War Championship received a NRA participation pin 
that had been custom designed for this year's match. 

My visit to the Fall Skirmish was rainy and cold, 
marred by remnants of Hurricane Joaquin meander- 
ing its way into the Shenandoah Valley. N-SSA nev- 
ertheless went out of its way to show me a good 
time, and I did not see any competitors let the rain 
get in the way of their fun. Match staff were extremely 
accommodating and gracious and no one complained

Skirmishers relive history through competition , 


with the firearms of the period. 


Musket, carbine, revolver, breech-loading rifle/ % 
carbine, and smoothbore team matches, these events 4 


form the core of the N-SSA Skirmish competition and 
are shot from 25, 50, and 100 yards at ceramic tiles, 
clay pigeons, and pot silhouettes. However, N-SSA 
rules allow for regional matches to use substitute tar- 
gets, such as 12 oz. soda cans and 2 liters full of col- 
ored water, and with nearly 60 regional skirmishes held 
each year in the N-SSA’s 13 regions, this comes in 
handy. The most unique (and in my opinion, the 
coolest) competitions within N-SSA are the artillery 
team matches which are broken down into rifled and 
smoothbore artillery divisions. However, there are also 
howitzer and mortar matches too. 

Artillery teams range from five to eight members, 
with each role critical for match success. 

There were three artillery relays this year, each 
lasting for about one hour with a maximum of 12 shots 
fired. Each artillery company 
consisted of five-to-eight- 
member teams shooting from 
100 and 200 yards at both a 
bullseye and a counter-bat- 
tery target. These teams use 
either a traditional fuse or a 
rope-pulled friction fuse to fire 
their cannon. So as you can 
tell, there is rarely a dull mo- 





ment. 

This team was able to get two shots down the 
cannon bore of their counter-battery target. 

The competition is situated at Fort Shenandoah 
which is the N-SSA's home range. It is located 15 
minutes north of Winchester, Virginia on 400 acres in 
the rolling hills of the lower Shenandoah Valley. Two 
National Skirmishes are held annually in the Fall and 
Spring, and facilities include a well-maintained rifle 
range a quarter-mile long, a separate revolver range, 
and several support buildings. There is also a large 
barn where the awards ceremony is held, it was the 
perfect setting for the conclusion of such a unique 
championship.

We thought Tom 
had a UTI. Nope. It was Septicemia which caused Afib. 

It took EIGHT bodyscans to find the culprit and cause of 
everything.

He’s home with daily IVs until he goes back in two weeks to have 
the kidney stone zapped. (It is in a stent now.) Then home. Then 
back in another week for final “vacumming” of that stone.

The North GA Medical Center at Braselton saved my Tom in 
such kind and miraculous ways.

Paul was working as an exhaust
